We have always been in favor of the 
principle of appointing unsa!ariedJ ustices 


of the Peace througLont the various dis- |. 


tricte of this Province, fur the two-fold 
reason that we were impressed with the 
conviction that in every section of the 
country gentlemen ocosid be found pos- 
sessing the requisite qualification for the 
efficient discharge of Magisterial duties, 
and that through tbe iostramentality of 
that class of public officers Stipendiary 
Magistrates might io a great measure, if 
not entirely, be dispensed with, and 


thereby @ large saving of the public 
yevenee be efiected. Why s principle 
‘that has worked so well in the Eastern 
Provinces shonld not work equally as 
well in British Columbis, we bave never 
yet seen satisfactorily explained. Take 
the Provioce of Ontario, for instance, 
witb its popalation of over a million and 
abalf,and we believe we sre correct 
ia saylog that the number of Stipendiary 
Magistrates in that Province does not 
to-day equal the number in the service of 
thie Province with its white population 
of less than twenty thousand. As 
wealthy as our Ontario neighbors are 
and numerous, they could uot, and 
would not if they could, #ffurd tu maintaio 
such an army of Stipendiary Magistrates 
as would be requisite if a similar policy to 
that pursued here, tuking into accouot 
the relative populations, were maintained 
there. ,,They would, as they ina measure 
do here, take the cream off the 
public revenues, and leave little where- 
with to prosecute public works. But the 
Ontario people dre not given to any such 
habits of extravagauce.’ They manage 
Magisterial matters in a much more 
economical way, ond withal quite as 
efficiently. Save in populons citiex, where 
the daily duties of a Magistrate occupy 
his whole time, a Stipendiary Magistrate 
is anknown; and in most casds, if not in 
every cuse,tho eMagistrates are municiy® 
officers, who derive their incomes frow 
mooicipal sources, and not from the 
general revenue- of tbe Province 
Throughout in the small towns and rural 
districts the Magistrutes are unsalaried 
officers, who derive their authority by 
direct appointment by the Crown or ex 
officio as Mayors or Reeves of Municipal- 
ities, and these gentlemen constitute the 
real conservators of the peace, adjudicate 
upon all matters within magisterial jaris: 
diction, and are paid by fees upon a scale 
fixed by statute. In this way they are 
remunerated just for the services they 
render, 1nlno more. Under that econo- 
mical: system there is no difficalty exper- 
ijenced in finding gentlemen willing to 
assume the duties and responsibilities of 
the office—in fact, to be made a J P. is 
looked upon ase mark of no small dis- 
tinction,es it gives tu the possessor of the 
title a status iv the community in which 
he lives that alone is considered an 
equivalent for any duties be may be 
evlled on to perform. Bat besides doing 
the duties of the office without charge to 
the Government, they become collectors 
of revenue for it, as ia all cases where 
fines are imposed for infractions of law 
they are required to make quarterly 
returns of all cash receipts to the aathori- 
ties entitled to receive them, which 
afe paid inte the general revenue. Now 
why, as arule, should not the same sya- 
tem be applied in British Culanfbie ? 
We believe that the popoletion of this 
Province, taken, a8 a whole, io point of 
intelligence will bear a 4evorable com- 
parison with that of apy Province io the 
Dominion, and bence is just as well pre- 
pared for the adoption of the system of 
en untaliricd Magigtracy es any of our 
Eesteru neighbors. It is gratifying to 
observe that the Government bave taken 
# step or two in that direction within the 
pest tew months, and we hope to see the 
principle carried stil] farther, until ever 
settlement throughgat the country will 
heve its local Justige of the Peace and 
the present expeusitg and needless system 
of employing Stipendiary Magistrates be 
done away with. reby an annual sav- 
ing of revenue m be effected of $25,- 
000 to $30,000, aud the Magisterial work 
of the country be just as well performed 
as it now is. There is one peculiar fea- 
ture in connection with the Magisterial 
appointments thus far made by the Gov- 
eroment, aod that is that they have not 
’ stepped ontside the circle of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, save in one or two 
fjostances, in making the said appoint- 
ments.- Troe, no one can obj-ct to the 
members of the Assembly being made 
Jestices of the Peace on the genera! 
grounds of social or intellectual unfitness, 
por because of any legal disqualification, 
inasmuch as there is no stipend in con- 
nection with the office, and it therefore 
does not come under that-section of the 
Constitution Act intended’ to secure the 
independence of Parliament. Itis, how- 
ever, & question whether such appoint- 
ments of members of the Assembly are 
not calculated to affect the independence 
of the House, by placing them under 
itical obligations to the Goveroment. 

re can be no doubt that such was the 
motive of the Government in placing so 
mepy of the members of the Legislature 
on Commission of the Peace. We 
believe there are more ways of tamper- 
iog with the independence of members 
of the Legislatare than by merely pecun- 
considerations, and the bestowment 
of political honors upoo them such as we 
have here referred to may well be consid 
ered of that character. If it be advisable

Evrror: Stawparp Twelve months have 
passed since the Colony of Briiish Columbia 
became a Province of the!Dominion of Canada. 
It we take a retrospective view of the policy 
of the Canadian Government with reference 
to this Procince since Confederation ; what 
are the facts? That the railway servey bas 
been prosecuted with the utmost vigor, and 
go far as that great undertaking is concérned 
an immense amount of credit is due te the 
Ministry. But the peway is not all that has 
been promised or expected. I bave no aspi-~ 
rations for the qualities of a “quid nunc”; 
however, I canoot refrain from noting that a 
feeling of distrust, is gaining ground and 
pretty freely expressed generally throughout 
the country, of the integrity of the Dominion 
Government. Of what avail is it that the 
terms of anion sbould stipulate, and that the 
Federal Parliament should vote large sams 
of money for public works, it the voting of the 
necessary funds ie all that we are to bear or 
seo in regard to it. -One bundred thousand 
dollars distributed over the country at this 
time inn improvements would bave 
bad a beneficial effect at this particular janc- 
ture and bave realised a more sub- 
stantial fruit, than much lasger amounts 
would be likely to do when the Province 
has recovered from the prostration felt at the 
present moment. What bave Eastern polities 
to do with us? Why should the country be 
kept back for an idea? Our representatives 
have faithfally served their’ constituencies, 
and if in the comingelections any changes 
sbould be made in the ontlying districts, it 
would be merely a choice of men. We have 
no party, nor have the people any desire to 
do other than! give a hearty support to the 
men who in their capacity, as forming ‘the 
Dominion Government, led the people of 
British Columbia to believe were the true 
friends of progress. But mark me, Sir, there 
must be no half measures or political experi- 
mente tried upon us, or that wholesome feel~ 
ing, that still exists, will soon be wasted 
away. We bave heard and read of some op- 
ponents to the confederation of British Col- 
umbia representing that this Province bad 
the entire benefit of the bargain, It might 
appear so at the present state of affairs on 
the North West Coast of America. Let us 
take @ practical view of the qaestion. The 
Dominion Government have invested largely 
in purchasing an estate (presumed to be ap- 
proximately 220,000 square miles, say—141,- 
000,000 acres of mineral, timber and agri- 
cultural lands, besides the waters of eaid 
estate, possessing untold wealth), which the 
vendors estimated certainly as some consid~ 
eration for valoe received. Moreover, the 
monies disbursed by the present Lorde or 
proprietots of the soil, will doubtless be re- 
prodactive, and in five or six years bence it 
is safe to calculate that the revenue may be 
estimated by substituting millions for the 
three or four hundred thousand dollars of the 
present day. I myself, io common with my 
fellow subjects whose the stake is driven in 
this country, dislike to bear that British 
Columbia bas given little or nothing for the 
favorable terms acceded to by Sir Jobn A. 
Macdonald’s Administration. Certainly a 
great deal depends upon the measures already 
inaugurated being faitbfally carried out; 
that being so, who can doubt the value of 
British Columbia as a province? Notwith~ 
standing all this, why are we as @ people 
made to suffer while the Dominion Cabinet 
carry out a scientific political sentiment? 
The same members, with perhaps not more 
than one exception, will return to Ottawa 
from this Province, armed with the voice of 
the people to support the. friends of British 
Colambia. Bat why waste so mach time be- 
fore commencing those needful public works, 
when it is now, more than at any other time, 
that. the disbursements necessary would be 
calealated to do so much good? And why 
should the second year after confederation be 
far advanced before the wholé of the Govern- 
ment machinery should be*pul in force? 
Peraps the Ministry are not aware of the 
fac', that this do-notbing policy bas bad a 
more depressing effect upon this couatry than 
they have any conception of, and realized the 
more, because led to understand that by 
| Confederation we should experieace a whole- 
some change and be governed by a practical 
go-ahead people, unencumbered with the 
red tape policy of Downing Street. The ia- 
bubitants of British Columbia have performed 
their part of the contract faithfully by going 
open banded into Confederation, and sending 
to Ottawa members pledged to support the 
administration ot Sir Jobn A.” And we asa 
people (limited in numbers as we.are) expect 
that a reciprocal open-handed policy sbould 
be extended towards us. We expect nothing 
more than whet we consider we are justly 
ectitled to, and as in all matters of bargain, 
exchange or contract there are two ways of 
putting matters —one that shall be acceptable, 
honorable and straightforward, and another 
that is the very reverse ot these qualities. 
Let us bope that for the honor of ali parties 
concerned, the small cloud of distrust, al- 
ready above the borizon, will, by a full aod 
vigorous policy of the Dominion Goverament,

Phe Zan Tuan Boundary Question. 


(Ottawa Free Press.) 

Although little or no importance bas been 
attached by the public to the settlement of 
the San Juan Boundary dispute, it is never- 
theless a matter which deserves moreinterest 
than it obtwsins. The amount of territory to 
be gained or lost in any event is compara 
tively small; but from its peculiar situation 
it is almost of vital importance that the 
decision of the Arbitrator shall be in our 
favor. By the soutberly line, for which we 
contend, befng chosen, we would then have it 
in our power to practically control all oppo- 
sition to our projected Canada Pacific il- 
way. It the Americans prove successful, 
there will be a possibility of the Northern 
Pacific line obtaining a feasible terminus, and 
one which would injuriously affect the pros~ 
pective trade of british Columbia with the 
east. There is hardly, however, any ground 
for apprehending danger from thie event, 
even in case the boundary were located as the 
Americans desire, The intermediate country 
through which the Northern Pacific is »vro- 
jected to pass, off-rs so many apparently 
insurmountable objections to the coustraction 
aod maintenance of the road, that it is not at 
all probnble that anything more serious than 
the work of guiling emsuspecting capitalists 
will be andertaken by the promoters of the 
schéme. Still it would be desirable that the 
fine sea-coast of the Northera Pacific should 
be, if possible, wholly under Canadian con- 
trol, and that Uncle Samuel should be con- 
tent with his presént bald and harboriess 
western coast. This may seem a selfish view; 
but mature basso willed it. Very naturally 
the Americans wish to encroach upon our 
boundary, and would absorb a few bays and 
harbors into their possession with great 
satisfaction. Emperor William bas ivstracted 
hid @rown. jarists to prepare his decision on 
the questions, and it may be expected to be 
promulgated at-an early “day. Whatever 
that decision may be, we must abide’ by it, 
and. we can only express the hope that ‘our 
side will win.’
